life. 

HERE IS general agreement 

upon the fact that the in- 
flammation which gocs along 
with diphtheria has a truly de- 
generative character. It is as 
good », starting point as any in 
considering the very ec:tensive 
damage that can t> done by this 
disease. The dis:strous effect 
often procuce.i on the heart 
is due not only to the toxic ac- 
tion on the heart muscle itself, 
but to the weakcning of the en- 
tire system of the circulation of 
the blood. 

This is blamed partly to the 
dilatation of the blood vessels 
and further to the actual injury 
to the waus of the arteries. 
Where th r2 is deep infiltration 
of the diphtheria membrane into 
the tissces of the throat there 
may even be hemorrhage in se- 
fore cases, 

There {s usually a report of 
the progressive fall of both the 


diastolic and systolic blood 
pressure, indicating a failure 
somewhere of the circulatory 


machinery. 

The use of the electric indi- 
cator by which we now make 
cardingrams cr graphs of the 
heart atticn is being extended. 
It allows the physician to make 
en eerlier diagnosis than by the 
usual clinical methods. A pecr- 
manent induration or sloughing 
off ‘of the “membranes cof the 
nose is not infrequent. ‘Thus a 
chromic nasal ecntarrh with en- 
largement of the uvula and ton- 
sils may be expected. 

BE EYES are endangered, 

not only by the occasional 
paralysis which affects the eye 
muscles, but pv a diphtheritic 
conjunctivitis. In occasional 
cases en ulceration involving the 
eye suiface may result. 

The ears are almost always 
fnjurcd pernianently by any se~- 
rious toxic inflemmation which

the discas» advances and we 
have all the aistress of suffoca- 
tlon and carbonic acid gas poi- 
soning. 

The kidneys are perhaps the 
‘nost actively involvéd" of the 
internal organs during a diph- 
theritic attack. Albumen is pro- 
duced ir large und small quan- 
tities and av irregular times 
with the clmination of eells and 
casts of inembranes. ; 

Lastiy, the nervous system is 
a freguent victim. Imperfect 
speech 2nd difficulty in swallow- 
j<g show the ‘effect upon the 
thrcat muscles. The various 
»aralyses are very irregular in 
location and in their duration. 
Though they usually improve 
with treatment, it is a tedious 
and wearing process.

Can- 
ned food is used liberally in pre- 
paring. the menus. 

If you think that. the first 
menu would appeal tg you, put 
a can or two of pineapple juice 
in your refrigerator to chill thor- 
oughly before you go to work in 
the morning. See that you have 
on your pantry shelf a can of 
vreen string beans, your favorite 
jam and a can of corned beef 
hash. There should be eggs in 
your refrigerator and American 
cheese. On your way home from 
work buy a bottle of whipping 
eream and any available fresh 
fruit for your salad. 

As soon as you get home and 
into a vay house frock, make 
your fruit salad and put to chill. 
Open the can of corned beef and 
make into patties ready to brown 
crisply on cach side in hot fat. 
Set your table, not forgetting the 
toaster, for you are going to 
make tcast at the table. Open 
the can of beans. heat and dress 
with butter and - seasoning. 
Poach the eggs, brown the hash, 
make the coffee, put cheese on 
the crackers and let melt under 
the broiler. Open yqur pineapple 
juice, beat it to a froth, pour 
into the glasses and announce 
dinner. 

Atter the first course is. fir- 
ished. excuse yourself long 
enouch to whip cream for your 
fruit salad. which also serves as 


a dessert. Have additional 
crackers for those who want 
them. 

The second menu requires a 
bit more advanced preparation, 


which can be done the night be- 
fore or in the morning before 
you fo lo your place of business. 
Scrape tiny carrots. wrap in a 
damp cloth and put into a tight- 
lv covered container in the re- 
frigerator. Shell the peas and 
grate the cheese for your omelet. 
Make your dessert the night be- 
fore. : 

As socn as you get home rut 
the peas and carrots to cook 
(separately) in salted water, 
stuf¥ vour celery and heat the 
canned tomato soup. Boil water 
for your teapot and make the 
omelet which should be served 
sizzline hot as soon as it comes 
from the stove. That is all there 
is to it and everyone will enjoy

XPERIENCE is the best teach- 
er, and the assumption there- 
fore is that everyone learns from 
experience. But unfortunately, 


those who need such education 
most—little children—frequently 
are denied the chance.

State Legislatures Gener- 
ally Seem Ready to 
Stamp Out the So-Called 
“Love Racket” 


| ae has been called a great 
number of things by poets 
and less inspired mortals, but it 
has taken our generation to call 
it a racket. “The love racket.” 
One sees the 
term  con- 
stantly in 
print. There 
is even a law 
being made 
to stop the 
love racket. 
Let us hope it 
will be more 
successful in 
stopping the 
racket than 
in stopping 
love. 

Women 
who sue for 
heart balm, a 
popular phrase, are racketeers. It 
does not matter whether it’s a 
breacn-of-promise case, seduc- 
tion, or alimony, say those who 
are sponsoring this bill — it’s a 
racket, and no woman can pride 
herself on her emancipation or 
have really progressed if she is a 
racketeer. 

In some cases, even in the in- 
stance of alimony, it is blackmau 
under another name. 

Our present system of law per- 
mits putting a cash value on a 
woman’s aflections, and this, ac- 
cording to many thinkers, is Jc- 
galized blackmail. Nor is the le- 
galized practice of seeking cash 
remuneration for alienation of 
affections anything for which to 
give three rousing cheers. It is 
doubtful if alienation of affec- 
tions is possible. A girl gives her 
affections freely, or not at all.

tbe question of whether a wife 
should be granted alimony 
from a husband with whom she 
no longer lives is one that has 
been furiously debated since the 
law first went into effect. “It de- 
pends,” is the usual verdict. 
When there are children the 
father should, of course, support 
them, but in the case of the 
childless wife—especially if she 
is young and able-bodied—there 
is a question. 

Some hold that a discarded 
husband should have some rec- 
ompense, even that he should be 
granted alimony, providing his 
wife is a woman of means. We 
have many outstanding cases 
where rich women have settled a 
sum of money on their husbands 
at the time of marriage, and in 
other cases where women eager 
to be free have paid for their 
freedom, not with alimony, but 
with a cash settlement. 

It is easy enough to under- 
stand that either a man-or wo- 
man wanting freedom badly 
enough would be only too glad 
to pay it. It even might be ad- 
mitted that a rich woman who 
divorces her husband should do 
something for him, but it is 
quite impossible to imagine a 
law going on the books providing 
alimony for a husband. Right 
or wrong, it is too absurd ever 
to be taken seriously. It wasn’t 
so long ago that the newsreels 
ran a picture of a man who was 
advocating alimony. for hus- 
bands, and the audiences shout- 
ed with laughter all the time 
the,man was making his moving 
pl for ill-treated husbands. 
All he succeeded in moving his 
audience to was laughter.

REACH of promise cases are 
numerous and often very 
profitable to the plaintiff. It is 
this practice of seeking substan- 
tial redress for wrongs, fancied 
or otherwise, that has roused the 
public to a righteous pitch of 
indignation, and that has given 
birth to the term “‘love racket.” 


The general idea seems to be 
that a woman has no case un- 
less her pseudo sweetheart has 
committed himself in black and 
white and under his own sig- 
nature. 


The women of today have less 
chance than ever of being able 
to produce documentary eyi- 
dence of a man’s intentions. It’s 
the age of the telephone and the 
telegraph, with letter writing 
becoming a lost art. Communi- 
cation is through either of these 
mediums, and since there is no 
record of a telephonic conversa- 
tion and since a telegram is not 
proof of the identity of its send- 
er, there seems little hope for 
the women of today being able 
to “get the goods” on a wary 
male. 

It does look as though legisla- 
tures would take a hand in the 
matter and stamp out, or at 
least regulate, the lady rack- 
eteers who set a fixed charge on 
their affections.
